SUBJECT: Lunch ^lthf®DESSAU"on 28 October 1906 


1. I arranged to have lunch with ^DESSAU at the Marriott 
Restaurant at 12 o’clock on 28 October... 1966. This was the 
firet opportunity I had had to see @DESSAU eince his return 
from Bermuda, He looks brown and fit and indicated that be 
enjoyed Bermuda very much . 


2. Our first topic of conversation was the resignation 
of the four FDP Ministers from th® Erhardt Cabinet. ODESBAU 
expressed dismay at this turn of events and we briefly dis- 
cussed the legal ramifications which now face the German 
government . ©DESSAU indicated that no one in the German Embassy 
had any groat amount of Insight into the situation in Germany. 

He commented that the latest information referred that the 
; Bundesrat had unanimously rejected Erhardt ' a bud got proposals. 
QDESSAU referred to earlier contentions that the 8PD should 

be admitted into the government immediately following the 
Nordrheln westfolen election debacle. He stated his view that 
the SPD was in a position in that they could insist upon greater 
concessions than heretofore. He stated that in hlo personal 
view a SPD government was preferable to any nation which would 
allow the view of Franz Josef Strauss to be heard in the govern- 
ment*
